HOW TO SAVE THE COAL 

INDUSTRY. 

SOLID and well-considered examina-. 
tion of the coal-mining industry is 
here presented by a writer whose recent 
work on ‘‘ Monetary Stability ” ranks 
him as an economist of distinction. The 
events of two years ago convinced the 
people of these countries, in a way that no 
other great deadlock could, of the import- 
ance of coal in domestic and industrial 
life. It did more—it directed attention to 
a problem bristling with difficulties which 
have baffled experts, coal-owners and coal- 
miners, and which, for so far, has 
| proved too much for the State. Mr. 
ellerby’s study of the question in all its 
aspects is informative and stimulating 
and points a way towards solution by 
which the trade and commercial interests 
of these islands and all Europe would 
gain. He recognises that the subject 
must be dealt with from an international 
standpoint, and that any attempt other- 
wise to reconcile the conflicting interests 

would be nugatory. 

It is axiomatic to say that one country’s 
industry is affected by that of another, 
and, all the more so, if they are great 
coal exporters. For that reason, as he 
points out, “ the various coal areas have 
been affected by the slump in see-saw 
fashion ; the fall of one has assisted the 
rise of the other, until the cause of the 
fall has been removed. Then has fol. 
lowed dn intense struggle for ascendancy, 
during which the fallen party has some- 
times succeeded in rising uppermost.’’ It 
is towards the attainment of equipoise— 
in output, in wages, and in hours per 
diem, that effort must be directed. 

That can come about only by the con- 
sistent application of the principles of 
labour legislation in the countries imme- 
diately concerned; or, in other words, 
when advance in “ the working standards 
of one group of countries is impeded by 
the competition of others, some interna- 
tional agreement is desirable under which 
all standards may be raised uniformly, 
and, if possible, simultaneously.’’ The 
argument, well sustained throughout, is 
that no purely national endeavour will 
secure an all-round settlement. No one 
country in Europe is now in a position to 
saddle itself with the burden which would 
be incurred by individual effort. Only by 
international action can the problem be 
solved, and its most difficult branch, the 
length of the working day, reduced by 
general agreement in all the coal-raising 
countries of Europe.

Japan, which has come about within the 
last dozen years, Lancashire finds that 
neither in the Far or Near East can she 


expect to recover her former markets for 
her staple article. 

Even before the war the output of 
Japan and India was significant of what 
they were likely. to accomplish in later 
years. Japan’s export of 20,000 yards in 
1900 had grown to 9,000,000 in 1913, and 
India’s 34,000,000 yards in 1900 was 
more than trebled in 1913. 

An intimate knowledge of the present 
state of the industry is revealed by the 
author, who makes a strong case for the 
establishment of a control board repre- 
senting all sections of the trade, pro- 
prietors and operatives. Given ‘com- 
pulsory and Government powers to have 
its trade rulings cbeyed, it is the writer’s 
belief that within three years of the 
creation of such a body “ Lancashire will 
have effected what must now be beyond 
cotton men’s dreams.” It would stop 
under-selling, secure financial confidence, 
vive spinners and manufacturers a new 
outlook, enabling them to build up biz 
units of production and distribution, and 
would make for the consolidation of the 
industry.

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A JUDGL’S NOVEL 
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NEW volume from the pen of Sir 
Edward Parry is to be noted, and 
especially as this is his first historical 
novel, a tale of adventure and romance 
of two hundred years ago. Hitherto 
Judge Parry has delighted his readers 
with biographical and _ legal studies 
written in his own entertaining style, and 
with nothing of the midnight oil abont 
them. Now he ventures on new ground 
and gives us a lively account of the 
eighteenth century social round in the 
form of a novel, whose hero, Nic 
Berrington, was brought up by a jally old 
sea captain of Sussex. The captain 
suffered from asthma, but Nic soon dis- 
covered that, while he ‘‘lay a-hed,” his 
room was really empty and the Old Roger 
had drifted down the Cuxton River and 
out into the English Channel for a tryst 
ing place with “ The Lively Kate.” 

The child had an early smuggling ad- 
venture, and a meeting with little Miss 
Hetty, the daughter of Simon Verrall, a 
Baptist. Had he not released’ the 
latter from confinement and set him 
on the way to prosperity in the 
city, Nic could hardly have attained to 
the good fortune which awaited him 
after he had saved Hetty from a timely 
fire and overcome the scruples of sour 
Mrs. Verrall Jest. her daughter should 
marry a rake.

AN IRISH POET. 
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NEW VERSES BY MR. MONK 
GIBBON. 


MONG our younger Irish poets, Mr. 
Monk Gibbon is interesting by reason 
of the kindliness of his genius and the 
smooth music of his verse. He gave us, a 
few years ago, a volume of little prose 
peony which ‘manifested the same qualities 
: which are so muth 
more freely exhibited 

in his new book. 
| French artist has 
adorned every poem 
in the new book with 
a design, hand tinted. 
French artists have a 
remarkable gift for 
illustration, and in- 
terpret the spirit of 
literary matter with 
wonderful fidelity: 
and so it is here. 
Though the designs 
Mr. M. Grneem. ‘‘are not intended 
as illustrations to the 
poems, but are merely decorative work sug- 
gested thereby,’’ they do translate the 
spirit of the poeins into line and colour, 

and increase their poignancy. 

Mr. Monk Gibbon’s subjects largely are 
French, and he has a French lightness of 
touch as he conveys the emotion suggested 
by the sight, from a railway window, of a 
woman singing in a rustic retreat, or of a 
village girl, with grave, brown eyes: 

.. T wish that village well 
For your calm face. 


I wish that village well 
Whose cloudless skies, 
Whose quict fields at dusk 
Made your mild eyes. 


Your thoughts, your hidden hopes, 
I cannot tell, 

But, if one thinks of you, 
I wish him well. 

There is little of passion in these poems, 
but much of an engaging gentleness. 
Young poets often are violent; but this 
poet, ‘whose verse has a firm, clear finish, 
as from a mature craftsman’s hand, is 
serene, contemplative, and sometimes 
quietly wistful. He recalls a Northern 
town, its grey streets and tawdry buildings, 
and how spring-time coloured it with 
freshness and filled. its streets with un- 
accustomed joy: 

Beauty, that will not be denied, 
H I have doubted anything, 

Call to my mind a certain town, 
A certain spring. 

In ‘‘ Remorse’’ the poet grows sophicti- 
cated, and laments that philosophy has 
silenced song; and in “ From Disciple to 
Master,” attributing an Anglo-Saxon 
parable to the Druids, he pleads for know- 
ledge. It is in these philosophical poems 
that his hand weakens. They lack the 
matured ease of the little poems of emotion 
that he fashions out of a pure instinct for 
song. On the other hand, in the poem 
“ French Peasants,’’ wherein he asks what 
thought of purpose moves these laborious 
folk to their day-long toil, and sets in 
graceful verse their imagined reply—a 
sort of Christian fatalism—he writes a 
truly memorable poem. He has drama- 
tised his thought, and thus has rid it 
of sophistication. This poem will not be 
forgotten. 

Mr. Monk Gibbon prefers short-lined 
poems that move with a rippling music. 
We would like to see him handling stronger 
measures and attempting holder design ; 
but a young poet is to be applauded who 
attempts at first only what his technica! 
skill can execute with assurance. We look 
forward with lively curiosity to the more 
ambitious book from this poet’s pen which 
Messrs. Gollancz promise us. A.

NE of the most beautifully illustrated 
books of the time is ‘‘ From Magic 
to Science ”; for it contains a number of 
mounted colour plates which represent 
medieval illuminations.. Dr. Singer’s aim 
is to trace the growth of scientific know- 
ledge in the dark and early middle ages, 
as seen in vague and superstitious theories. 
Tie gives analyses of many strange old 
documents. His chapter on ‘‘ The Visions 
of St. Hildegard of Bingen’”’ sets forth 
the beliefs of a Rhineland abbess of the 
uwelfth century. Her writings on the 
relation of the macrocosm to the micro- 
cosm exhibit notions that always have 
appealed to the imaginative mind, but 
work out those notions with a remarkable 
measure of detail and air of conviction. 
There is a chapter of great interest on 
“The Lorica of Gildas the Briton.’’ This 
document dates back in authorship to the 
sixth century; but the earliest copy 
belongs to the eighth century. The text is 
in Hibernian or Hisperic Latin. Dr. 
Singer works partly on the recension that 
is given in the Irish Leabhar Breac, and 
interprets obscure points by use of the 
Irish glosses.

HEINE IN FICTION. 
& HE complex personality of Heinrich 


Heine. who is the principal figure in 

Ludwig Diehl’s story, ‘‘ The Sardonic 
Smile,” gives the book an interest deeper 
than that attaching to the ordinary novel. 
From the days of his lonely childhood in 
his native city, shrinking from, yet longing 
for, the society of other children, through 
all his wanderings, his endless quest for con- 
ditions in which he could find free -expres- 
sion for his thoughts. we follow the poet 
to his last hours in Paris, where Mathilde 
and the girl he called his Lorelei ministered 
to him each in her own way. 

It was in Paris that he wrote his famous 
song. ‘‘ Die Lorelei.’’ Dreaming one night 
of Hildegarde, his first love, and of Ger- 
many and the Rhine, he wrote what he held 
to be a simple and unpretentious little song. 
He thought little of it—the song of a boat- 
man overcome by longing—but the German 
girl who sang it to him later spoke for her 
race when she said: ‘“ They may not even 
know your name, but your song is sung hy 
every child on German soil. and thousands 
and thousands of souls send it up daily to 
the sun.”’

AS A FRENCH WANDERER 
SAW IT. 


-- LEGEND, POVERTY AND 
HUMOUR.

i the. years 1796-7 a young French 
' emigre, a Breton, an officer and a 
Royalist, wandered through Ireland. He 
had reached London in December, 1792, 
without knowing a word of the language, 
and soon wandered off to Scotland and 
through the English counties. Then, 
alter a few years of waiting for the recall 


- 


“to France, which never came, he went into 


Treland, walking from Dublin to Cork, to 
Limerick, to Galway, and through Donegal 
to Belfast. 

De Latognaye carried all his baggage in 
his pockets, or in a handkerchief on the 
end of a combined sword-stick and um- 
brella, which, he said, “made the girls 
laugh,” and got him into the heart of 
Irish life. In six months of travel so 
much free hospitality did he find, that he 
was only six times in an inn. He 
encountered fleas by battalions in a 
miserable eating-house. He went from 
the house of a marquis, who could not, or 
would not, find him a bed, and had to 
spend a night in a beggar woman’s cabin, 
with half-a-dozen nearly naked children, a 
pig, a dog, a cat, two hens and a duck. 

Here are some of his stories of the old 
South-West. Cork. he found, was so Jack- 
ing in animation that he first called it a 
city of yawns. He derided its beggars and 
its funerals, then found something lively 
in a strike of annrentice shoemakers. He 
found the children dancing round a fire of 
bones (which was a: common practice on 
days of rejoicing all over Ireland) and 
running across the fire in their bare feet. 

The South-West he regarded as the 
Land of Whim and Spleen — of 
“characters.”’ One person with whom he 
lodged would never sit down to table for 
fear of being suffocated by the odours of 
the viands, and, therefore, he took his 
meals alone in the vestibule of his house. 
Another man spent .his income on 
favourite animals, or “ pets, as they are 
ealled.”’ A third, after having enchanted 
his guest by a beautiful voice and charm- 
img music, finished up by boxing the 
Frenchman. 


LURE OF THE PIPES. 


There was another character, with a red 
cap, who-galloped through the streets of 
Cork and entered shops on horseback when 
he wanted to buy anything. Anothe? 
played the‘ bagpipes, and was willing to be 
disinherited from two thousand pounds a 
year rather than silence his music and 
leave atlfe good, if low, company they 
brought. De Latocnaye met many. folks 
on the road. After walking ten miles 
with one, he was told, “I am very sorry, 
mister; 1 am very sorry.” “And what, 
my good ifeilow, is the reason for vour 
sorrow?’ ‘Ah, sir; I am very sorry that 
T have no money so that I could offer you 
a drink of whiskey. ” 

The minister complained to the priest 
that turnips were stolen from his fields 
every day. “And from mine also.’’ 
“Then let us join forces and prosecute the 
ill-doers.”” “ Oh, that would be too 
severe ; but I will tel] you what we might 
do. Let us sow arsenic among the tur- 
nips, and we shall soon see who is the 
tlief.’’ ‘‘But we would be the first to 
suffer ourselves.’’ “In that case it js, 
perhaps, better for you to let things alone, 
as I do, and leave these poor folks to the 
eating of a few miserable turnips without 
making a noise about it.” 

De Latocnaye has some funny yarns. It 
appears that the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land had then the right to confer the 
honour of knighthood on any person. The 
Duke of Rutland was so charmed by a 
piper that he ordered hini to kneel down, 
and created him knizht by sword and 
accolade. Lord Townshend jound ex- 
tremely good claret at an inn, and 
knighted the landlord. Next morning he 
said, “ We have been acting the fool after 
supper last night; you will say no more 
about it.’ “My lord,’ replied the good 
man, “ as far as I am concerned that is 
all right, but I must consult my wife.” 
The lady's answer was, “ | never did hope 
to be a lady, but since fortune has made 
me one, Í shall be a lady all the days of 
my life.” 

Outside Bantry the wanderer was shown 
a marvel. A priest, coming from County 
Kerry to Bantry to visit a sick person, 
learnt on the summit of a mountain that 
his man was dying. Fearing to arrive too 
late to give him his fiassport for the other 
world, he knelt down and prayed, and 
immediately leapt from the summit of the 
peak to his destination, a distance of five 
miles.

_ It is becoming a regular custom, when 
important and historic documents are to 
be signed, to prepare a special pen for 
the occasion. When Mr. Kellogg endorses 
the anti-war pact at Paris in a few days’ 
time he will do so with a pen which will 
be preserved as a souvenir of the occasion. 

Some time ago King George presented 
to the South African Government the pen 
used by King Edward to sign the South 
African Union Act. When the Treaty of 
Paris was signed in 1856, the pen used 
by the fourteen plenipotentiaries was made 
from a quill of a golden eagle’s wing, 
richly mounted with diamonds and gold. 
This pen passed into the possession of the 
Empress Eugénie. The quill used by the 
representatives of the Powers agreeing to 
the Treaty of Vienna is in the keeping of 
the family of Lord Bangor. 

The pen which Mr. Kellogg will use is 
engraved with olive leaves and branches 
and thirteen -stars, representing the 
thirteen original States of the Union. It 
bears the words, in Latin: ‘‘ If vou wish 
for peace, prepare for peace.” The pen 
will be presented to Mr. Kellogg by the 
City of Havre.

In a leading article in this newsy-aper, 
following the death of Lord Haldane, 
remark was made on the difference between 
the tone of obituary appreciation of the 
philosopher-statesman now and that 
which would have been accorded, had there 
been occasion, soon after 1914.

Between the mourners at his head and feet

To make me own this hind of princes peer, 
This railsplitter a true-born king of men. 


The poem proceeds in unstinted tribute to 
Lincoln’s character and career. 

It was written by Shirley Brooks, who 
was associated with Punch from 1851 to 
1874, and was editor from 1870. Brooks, 
by the way, was for twenty years the 
writer of the’ ‘‘ Essence of Parliament ’”’ 
in Punch. The late Sir Henry W. Lucy, 
who wrote the ‘‘ Essence ’’ for so long that 
many people believe him to have been the 
originator of the feature, merely con- 
tinued a series of which Shirley Brooks 
was the exemplar.

An Irish Novelist. 
On August 22nd, 1882, Charles Joseph 


Kickham, novelist, poet, journalist and 
revolutionary, closed his earthly career. 
Born in 1828, and possessed of a memory 
of singular retentiveness, he was described 
by the late Dr. Sigerson, his physician in 
his last illness, as “one of the finest and 
raciest story-tellers he had ever come across, 
and with a store of recollections of 
troubled times and the chief actors in 
them that would make volumes of intense 
interest” He was one of the mildest- 
mannered of men; and some of his 
intimate friends used jokingly to say to 
him when they heard that he had joined 
the Fenians: “ Charlie, you'll be a faint 
Fenian.’ In January, 1866, he was con- 
victed of high treason, and sentenced to 
fourteen years’ penal servitude. Owing to 
ill-health, he was released in 1869. As 
a journalist, he showed great industry in 
writing for a large number of papers in 
Ireland and America. Of his three 
novels, “ Knocknagow’’ is by far the best. 
Possibly, it is the most faithful study of 
Irish peasant life ever written. 


Galwau’s Gaelic Theatre. 


To the “Citie of the Tribes ” belongs 
the distinction of possessing the first 
Gaelic theatre in the Gaeltacht—or out- 
side it. Gaelic plays have been produced 
in the Abbey and elsewhere, but this 1s 
the first building in Ireland to be devoted 
solely to plays in that language. Formerly 
the St. Augustine Hall, it has been re- 
named Taibhdheare na Gatllimhe, Pro- 
fessor O Maille favouring the resurrection 
of the older werd for theatre instead of the 
popular amharclann. Mr. Blythe, Minister 
for Finance, himself an Irish speaker, has 
written for three seats for the opening 
performance, which has been arranged for 
next Monday. 

Following the best traditions of 
dramatic pioneers, the theatre is on the 
small side, with seating accommodation 
for only 300 persons, but all seats can he 
booked in advance. The first production 
will be yet another version of the immortal 
story of Diarmuid and Grainne. The 
author in this instance is Mr. Micheal 
MacLiammhoir, who, indeed, is artist as 
wel] as author. One of his drawings was 
reproduced in our book columns last 
Friday. 

By the way, how will the story of 
Diarmuid and Grainne fare under an

RETURN TO ONE-POUND 
ISSUE. 
TREASURY NOTES DOOMED.

REAT Britain is to have coloured £1 
and 10s. bank notes in the place of 
the present Treasury notes of these values. 
Four hundred million of the new issue 
have been ordered, but they will not come 
into use until next year, although half of 
them are ready for the public. There is a 
great romance in Britains paper cur- 
rency, the issue of which has involved 
Acts of Parliament and the deliberations 
of more than one Royal Commission. 
Experts are divided on the question of 
paver money. 

The £1 Bank of England note will not 
be strange to the currency. The one 
pound and two pound notes were issued 
just over a hundred and thirty years ago, 
and these remained in circulation until 
1826, when the issue of any note valued 
less than £5 was prohibited. Bank notes 
were first issued in 1695 (20 per cenf. 
discount). They were for £20, but it took 
a long time before the first forger was 
brought to justice. This was in 1758, 
when one, Vaughan. was hanged.

TRINITY’S PROBLEM. 

The Library of Trinity College, it is in- 
teresting to note, was built in the years from 
1712 to 1750. Originally it consisted of. one 
floor, beneath which was a colonnade. In 
1890 the colonnade was closed in and utilised 
as a library, and now: the authorities are 
again confronted with the problem of pro- 
viding housing for the immense collection of 


books. It 1s hoped to build a reading room 
the Fellows’ Garden, adjacent to. the 
Library, the entrance to which will be 


through the néwly-erected Hall of Honour, 
built in memory of those who answered the 
call in the Great: War. 

In the reading room there is provision for 
ninety-six readers, “but double that accom- 
modation is needed to-day, not only for 
students of the College, but for members of 
the outside public engaged in research work. 

A visit to the Library yesterday revealed 
the manner in which the reading room 1s 
overtaxed. Every seat was occupied, and 
in the Librarv there was a large number of 
visitors, mostly strangers to the city.

FEWER CUMPLAINTS 
THIS SEASON. . 


— 
For many years past a large number of 
houses in Dublin ‘and aa have been 


broken into and burgled while the tenants 


“were away on holidays during the summer 


months. It was the “harvest” season for 
the housebreaker and the thief, and valuable 
Property — principally’ jewellery, wearin 
apparel, and in some instances large.sums o 
money—was taken. . 

Last year in the southern suburbs of Dublin 
there were many cases of housebreaking and 
robbery, but, thanks to tha efforts of Inspector 
Brennan and the» Civic Guards, several 
hundreds of pounds’ worth of property was 
recovered and restored to its owners, and a 
number of persons were tried and convicted 
of the thefts. 

An /rish Times reporter was informed 
yesterday by a member of the Detective 
Branch of the Civic Guard that there were 
very few complaints of serious robberies this 
season: there were not half-a-dozen in all. 
There had, he said, been a vast improvement 
In the condition of affairs in the city 
generally. Of course, there were a good 
many cases of petty larceny and other 
offences, but immunity from these ‘could not 
be expected in a city with the population of 
Dublin. It is satisfactory, however, to learn 
that the very serious crime of housebreaking 
has disappeared almost to. vanishing point. 

Probable causes for this are increased police 
and detective vigilance, which makes burglary 
an exceedingly risky occupation; the infliction 
of stern sentences when offenders:are brought 
to justice, and. the fact that many of those 


associated with this class of crime are serving 


long terms of imprisonment at, present.

The St. Joseph's Pipe Band, of Manchester, 
oe gr a welcoming air as the Scotia moored, 
and the thousand who had assembled along 
the sea front, despite the rain, cheered lustily 
as Tunney was seen bareheaded on the bridge 
of the steamer. The boxer came ashore 
umid a further ottburst of cheers, and took 
his seat in a beflagged motor car. 

Civic Guard motor cyclists headed the pro- 
cession of cars which set out for Dublin, and 
they were followed by civilian motor cyclists 
carrying the Tailteann colours. In the first 
car were Tunney and General O’Duffy, Count 
McCormack was in the second car, while in 
the third were Colonel Fitzmaurice and Mr. 
Walsh. 

The procession was awaited at the Gresham 
Hotel by a large and rapidly-growing crowd, 
which cheered Tunney as he alighted, and 
cheered again as he emerged a few minutes 
later, and was driven to Government Build- 
ings, Merrion street. 

VISIT TO MR. COSGRAVE. 

The boxer ‘was met at the front entrance 
of Government Buildings by Colonel O'Reilly, 
President Cosgrave’s cg gan who con: 
ducted him to Mr. Cosgrave's room, the blue- 
aproned charwomen crowding into the corri- 
dors to cry, ‘‘ You're welcome ” and “ Bravo, 
Mr. Tunney.”’ 

Describing his fight with Heeney for the 
President, Tunney said that he ‘ gauged ”’ 
his man from the start and knew that he was 
going to defeat him, and further that, if he 
ad wished, he could have inflicted more 
punishment on the New Zealander. 

After his interview with the President, 
Tunney went out into the quadrangle of 
Government Buildings to pose for the photo- 
graphers with Mr. Cosgrave, Count McCor- 
mack and General O’Duffy, after which he re- 
turned to the Gresham Hotel. 

Interviewed by an /rish Times representa- 
tive last night, Tunney spoke of the en- 
thusiastic thousands that had waited for him 
in the pouring rain at Kingstown—without 
umbrellas—and said that he was most im- 
pressed by the fact that two or three thousand 
bui had been waiting, and would wait for 
o 


urs, outside the Gresham Hotel. “ All 
they, can hope for at the most is a glance of 
me, he said, and explained that he could 


not wholly understand this “'lionisation ”' of 
“Plain Mr. Tunney,” as he now desired to re- 
main. 

_ Referring to his interview with President 
Cosgrave, he spoke of the gentle manner and 
quiet demeanour of the President, which had 
completely captured him. 

: NO EXHIBITION BOUT. 

Asked whom he was going to vote for in 
the American Presidential election, he de- 
clined to discuss politics. “I am an Ameri- 
can citizen,’’ he declared, “and outside 
America an American is neither Democratic 
nor Republican; he is just a plain American 
citizen. I shall certainly vote when I re- 
turn to America in eight or nine weeks’ time. 
To-day I merely represent the Irish who are 
in America.” 

He expressed the hope that Mr. Kellogg 
would be given a great reception when he 
came to Dublin. ‘‘ Mr. ‘Al.’ Smith and his 
friends will be delighted if he gets a good 
reception,’’ he said. 

Tunney said that he was going down to 
visit John Count McCormack at Moore Abbey 
to-day, and would come up to Dublin to 
present the prizes at the finals of the 
Tailteann boxing championships to-morrow 
night. He would not give an exhibition bout, 
as he had left all that behind him. He weald 
be leaving Dublin either on Sunday or 
Monday. 

Asked if he was going to visit the home of 
his father and mother,in County Mayo, he 
replied: “‘No; not this trip, but I will do 
so on my next trip.”’ 

“Your honeymoon trip?’’ he was asked. 

‘‘No, no,” he exclaimed ; “ 1 am not saying 
anything about that. I do not want to 
embarrass some people in America. That 
‘lovers’ lane’ stuff is all right for America, 
but I do not want any here.’ 


DINNER TO TUNNEY. 


Representatives from nine countries. were 
present at the reception and dinner to Gene 
Tunney in the Gresham Hotel last night. 
There were about fifty-five people present. 
General O’Duffy presided. 

In proposing the toast of “Our Guest,”’ 
the Chairman spoke of Tunney’s Irish 
ancestry, and of the pride Irishmen took in 
the champion’s achievements. ‘Tunney had 
reached the pinnacle in the most strenuous 
form of athletics, and he was a splendid 
example to the youth of Ireland, as he 
neither drank nor smoked. 

In reply, Tunney said that any success 
he had achieved was entirely due to his 
lrish parentage. Although he was an 
American citizen he was proud of the fact 
that his parents came from Ireland. He 
thanked Count McCormack for inviting him 
to take part in this great Irish festival. 

John Count MeCormack, who proposed the 
toast of ‘‘ Aonach Tailteann,” spoke of the 
revival of the Tailteann Games, and said 
that he was glad to know that every form 
of Ireland's games and culture were repre- 
sented. 

Mr. Corma¢ Breatnach, President of the 
Gaelic League spoke in Irish. 

Senator Oliver St. John Gogarty said that 
not alone did Tunney show judgment in the 
ring, but he also showed judgment in leaving 
the ring while still in his heydey—unlike the 
combatants in the political arena. There 
was one thing which showed that Tunney 
was of the Celtic race, and that was his 
taste for literature, which indicated that he 
was not a body without a soul.

Robinson, for the defendant, 
said that he wished to apologise to the 
Ministry for the misstatement made to their 
inspector, Miss Dunlop was under the doctor’s 
care at present, She had endeavoured to get 
the girl Woods to obtain an insurance card, 
but like a great many other servants she 
refused. Miss Dunlop was really endeavour- 
ing to save the girl.

July 1st, he stepped off the footpath to board 
an ingoing tram: which had coe up at 
the stopping place at the Ivy Church. At 
the same time two lramway ‘buses were 
travelling out from the city, with a ‘ Con- 
temptible’’ *bus immediately behind them. 
The defendant pulled across the road in front 
of the stationary tramcar, and passed 
between it and the footpath. In passing 
on the wrong side the éi struck witness 
and knocked him down.

Mr. T. Clarke, of the State Solicitor’s 
office, mentioned that a week ago the District 
Justice had adjourned his decision in a case 
in which Ferrucio Paul, bookmaker, Kings- 
town, wa charged with having failed to pay 
the duty on bets taken by him. For the 
defendant a promise was given that the 
amount due would be paid within a week. 
It had not been paid, and he now asked for 
the infliction of the penalty.

VACCINATION DEFAULTERS. 

There were several summonses brought by 
the Commissioners of the Dublin Union 
against parents who had neglected to get 
their children vaccinated.

LIMERICK, Thursday. 

The members of the Garden Cities an“ 
Town Planning Association travelled fe 
Limerick to-day with a view to inspecting 
the work in progress on the electricity power 
undertaking on the River Shannon. 

On their arrival in Limerick they were 
received by the Mayor, Aldermen Keyes, whe 
afterwards joined them at luncheon. In the 
afternoon the party made a complete tour 
of the district covered by the Siemen 
Schuckert scheme. 

They drove first to Killaloe, and 
some distance along Lough Derg, the beauty 
of this great inland sea winning admiration 
from those who had not seen it before., .«r. 
John Creagh, the guide-manager of the 
works, acted as cicerone to the party, and 
gave a very interesting account of the pro- 
ject, which was not too technical, and was 
interspersed with little sidelights on the 
historical associations of the different places 
passed. The visitors showed the keenest in- 
terest in the subject, and plied the guide 
with questions. 

THE WORKS. 


along the Shannon’s course to Parteen village, 
where they were taken over the works and 
shown the great concrete weir which has 
been here erected to divert the flow of the 
river into its new bed. They were full 
of admiration for the wonderful engineering 
ingenuity that the undertaking pt i 9 
and did not rest happy until they had had 
from Mr. Creagh a full history of the in- 
ception of the scheme. 

They climbed over the weir, examined the 
sluice sites, scrambled alongs the banks of 
the head-race, and dived down into the 
syphons which are to carry small rivers 
under the canal into the old river bed, and 
generally made a thorough inspection of the 
works. 

At O’Brien’s Bridge the new three span bridge 
which has been erected across the race won 
whole-hearted admiration, while later at 
Clonlara they were much interested in the 
work of three great steam excavators as 
they ploughed along at their task of scooping 
out the banks of the head raee. The 
monster. bank-making machine was also 
examined with great interest as it moved on 
depositing in unceasing stream the soil along 
the banks of the race. 

The greatest interest naturally was dis- 
played at Ardnacrusha, where the great dam 
has been made, into which are set the giant 
pipes which are to feed the turbines. The 
visitors were loud in their expressions of 
praise at the magnitude of the undertaking, 
and at the skilful manner in which the work 
had been carried out. 

THE DANISH VISITORS. 

Mr. Eearson, Mayor of ,Copenhagen, and 
the other municipal officers present from 
that city were very warm in their praise of 
the scheme, as Mr. Bijerre, City Engineer, 
said: “It is astonishing.’”’ He never ex- 
pected to see such great works. 

He went on to say that the Shannon 
scheme was greater than any that they had 
in Denmark. There they had three or four 
smaller schemes, and they had a working 
arrangement, whereby they got electricity 
from Sweden in the summer, while in turn 
they supplied electric p@wer to Sweden in the 
winter. Their great difficulty had been in 
laying the cable under the sea. 

He complimented the. originators of the 
scheme on their ambitious project of supply- 
ing electricity to the whole country.

ment of Man "” is an inspiring ideal, but 


there are substantial signs that the 
present attempt to realise it is premature. 
It seems that the nations are pouring not 
their joint wisdom, but their several 
passions—not their agreements, but their 
disagreements—into the lap of Berlin. 
We pity most heartily the Union's 
Council, which is now required to act as 
the single Speaker of thirty-seven Parlia- 
ments. On Wednesday it was confronted 
with half-a-dozen bristling problems: they 
remain unsolved because their considera- 
tion has been postponed. For instance, 
when is a deputy not a deputy? Some 
weeks ago King Fuad dissolved the 
I’gyptian Parliament, but members of the 
late Parliament demand admission to the 
Inter-Parliamentary Conference on the 


ground that the King’s action was 


unconstitutional. Again, when is a 


parliament not a parliament? Former 
members of the Italian Parliament have 
addressed a protest to Berlin against the 
admission of the Italian delegates. These 


tí 


persons, it is urged, are not “ representa- 
tives of a parliament elected freely by the 
Italian nation and empowered to exercise 
control over the Government ”; they are 
merely officials of the Fascist Executive. 
When—and if—the settles its 
attitude to King Fuad and to Signor 
Mussolini, its way will be clear for a 
decisive ruling on the stormiest issue in 
Yugo-Slavian politics. The Croats, who 
seceded last month from the Parliament 
at Belgrade, have refused to attend the 
Inter-Parliamentary Conference as mem- 
bers of the Yugo-Slavian delegation. If 
this were all, the Council probably would 
feel a secret relief; but the Croats require

It is not enough to tell him that Seaview 
has a good strand, pellucid waves, golf 
and many objects of antiquarian interest. 
He must be convinced, by the pen of an 
artist, that there is something specially 
wonderful about the waves and the strand 
in Seaview ; that, when he is playing golf 
there, he will be solaced and, at the same 
time, invigorated by the general glamour 
of Seaview, and that—if he cares about 
such things—the architectural ruins of 
Seaview will afford an additional satisfac- 
tion. Two good examples of the new 
tourist literature have been issued by the 
Great Western Railway Company of 
England. We hasten to say that their 
language is not exaggerated, and that 
they do simple justice to “' glorious 
Devon ” and to.“ the Cornish Riviera.’’ 
“ The purpose of this book is twofold,” 
says one of the writers, Mr. S. P. B. 
Mais—‘‘ to send you to Devon, and, when 
you get there, to help you to see it.” This 
is an admirable summary of the virtues 
of tourist literature at its best. It is an 
excellent thought also to draw attention 
to the climatic advantages of these 
lands. Most untravelled people believe 
that every country in Europe, south of 
England, is bathed in perpetual sunlight. 
How surprising it is to read a well-known 
traveller’s description of his first view of 
the Bay of Naples—‘ It was raining. It 
was cold!” The Irish tourist organisa- 
tions, with the limited resources at their 
disposal, have made excellent progress in 
the production of the new kind of tourist 
literature. 


Oysters. 


With the approach of the months which 
contain the letter “r,” our fancy turns 
lightly to thoughts of oysters. Dr. 
Johnson once said that he was a bold 
man who first ate an oyster. Since the 
fateful experiment was made, however, 
oysters have been popular, and this 
popularity has not been lessened by their 
obstinate refusal to increase and multiply 
in sufficient numbers to make a gourmet’s 
holiday. Most European countries, like 
the Irish Free State, are suffering from a 
shortage of native-born oysters. The 
statistics supplied by the Free State 
Department of Fisheries, which we printed 
yesterday, show that only 1,364,071 
oysters, valued at £5,587, were dredged in 
1927. These are not very impressive 
figures. The number and value alike have 
fallen considerably from the figures of 
thirty or forty years ago. At least one 
Irish town has an “Oyster lane,” in 
which incredible numbers of oysters from 
the adjacent bay were consumed formerly 
by the citizens. The days unhappily are 
past when with a “ splendid shilling ”’ 
anyone could purchase an ample feast of 
oysters. It is suggested that the decline 
is due, in part, to the carelessness of those 
who own oyster grounds. The Depart- 
ment of Fisheries controls directly only 
those oyster beds for which licences have 
been issued. Anybody may dredge on the 
public grounds, but some effort is made 
to preserve them by means of a long 
“close season ’’—generally from the Ist 
January to the middle of November. The 
beds in Carlingford Lough, which have 
been well-managed, are reported to be the 
best oyster grounds along the eastern 
coast. Now that the Department of 
Fisheries is arranging to import seed 
oysters from foreign countries, we may 
hope that the days will return when 
oysters were the poor man’s supper as 
well as the rich man’s dinner. 
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WHAT LORD HALDANE 
— ih oan Pa 
ACHIEVED. 
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VISCOUNT GREY’S TRIBUTE. 
Viscount Grey paid a tribute to Lord 
Haldane at a meeting held at Fallodon last 
night. He said:—There has passed from us 
one who was a remarkable personality, one 
to whom this country owes a great debt of 
gratitude. People are speaking and writing 
especially of his work at the War Office, and 
it is right that they should do so. At the 
War Office he gave a great example of what 
statesmanship can do in a Government De- 
partment, and to him we owe it that when 
war broke out we had the Expeditionary 
Force equipped and ready, and behind it the 
Territorial Army. So narrowly and suddenly 
balanced were the greatest issues in 1914 that 
but for the preparations made by Lord 
Haldane our history and destiny might have 
been disastrously changed. 
When he joined the Labour Government it 
was because he believed that this step was 
the only one that he could take at that 
time by which some practical progress in the 
nation’s history might be made, more parti- 


cularly in the co-ordination of Imperial de- 
fence and in higher education. He was @ 
man of deep and constant affection, centred 
in his fáilí, and only those to whom he 


friends knew it was there, and they. knew 
that if any one of them were in perplexity or 
trouble Lord Haldane would give 
ingly, not merely sympathy, but 
time, practical advice, and earnest thought.

Lady Emma Talbot, of Glenhurst, Esher, 
Surrey, died yesterday at Coldharbour 
Vicarage, near Dorking, where she had been 
staying.

THE BISHOP OF BANGOR, 

The Bishop of Bangor (Dr. Daniel Davies), 
died at Bangor last night in his sixty-fifth 
year. He had been convalescent after an 
illness which began in February last, but 
phlebitis developed, and on Wednesday his 
condition became serious. Dr. Davies had 
been Bishop of Bangor since 1925. The son 


he was educated at Ystrad Meurig¢ School and 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge. In 1887 
he became Curate of Conway, and he went 
to Bangor in the same capacity two years 
later. The following year he became Vicar 
Choral of St. Asaph Cathedral. Other 
ecclesiastical appointments which he had held 
were Vicar of Brymbo, 1893; Rector 
Denbigh, 1897; Rural Dean of Denbigh, 1904; 
Proctor in Convocation for St. Asaph Diocese, 
1906, and Vicar and Rural Dean of Wrexham, 
1907. In 1912 he was elected Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Kisteddfod of Wales. He married Frances 
Hester Mary, only daughter of Major R. C. 
Dobbs Ellis, and had four sons and two 
daughters. 


NEW FORD FACTORY IN 
ENGLAND.

CARS FOR THE BRITISH 
EMPIRE. 


Some 10,000 employés will find work when 
the new Ford. factory is in full swing at 
Dagenham, Essex, says the Motoring Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph, as Mr. 
Ford's present aim is to supply not only 
Great Britain, but the British Empire, with 
the new Ford vehicles. Further, as the pre- 
sent design calls for high-class workmanship, 
a far greater number of skilled mechanics wil] 
be employed than was necessary for the old 
model ‘‘T’’ Ford. 

At present the Trafford Park works are 
doing their best to produce the new Ford ear 
and commercial vehicle in the required num- 
bers. The larger factory is necessary owing 
to the fine limits of the machine parts. Pre- 
sent orders are for 50,000 cars and trucks a 
year. 

The factory will be, on a small scale. on 
the same all-embracing lines as the plant at 
Detroit, and will include blast furnaces. steel 
rolling mills, and, in short, all the machinery 
for making the entire Ford car a purely 
British production. i 

“This will take from two to three vears to 
complete,” said Sir Percival Perry, the 
managing director of the British Ford Com- 
pany. 'Í am now engaged with our engi- 
neer on the matter.” i 

When the works are completed they will be 
a unique feature in England, as no other 
motor manufacturer has combined in one 
works the full set of machinery for producing 
a motor car from the raw material to the last 
bolt and nut.

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NEW YORK JUDGE IN

FATHER EMIGRATED 
COUNTY TYRONE. 

Mr. Justice Tierney, the senior judge of the 
Supreme Court of the State of New York, 
is at present on a visit to Ireland, and is 
spending a few days in Belfast. He called 
yesterday on Lord Chief Justice Moore, who 
extended a cordial welcome to this distin- 
guished member of the American Judi lary. 

Mr. Justice Tierney, who has been on the 
bench for thirty-one years, was only fourteen 
years at the Bar when he was elected to the 
Municipal Court of New York in 1897, and 
in 1915 he was elected unanimously to the 
Supreme Court. 

In an interview he said that nearly all the 
crime in America was committed by 
foreigners, but in New York they were not 
nearly so bad as Chicago. “ We do not call 
the Irish foreigners,” he added, “they are 
regarded as of ourselves, and it js seldom 
that the Irish get into trouble.” 


PRAISE FOR “ Al.’’ SMITH, 


The judge stated that he was an intimate 
friend of Governor “Al” Smith, the 
Democrat Presidential candidate. “He is 
fitted by nature, by experience, and by 
his wonderful intellect for this high posi-

tion,” declared the judge. “I doubt if 
there is any man in America better able to 
administer our affairs. I have known him 
since he was a boy, and he has all the char- 
acteristics of an able Irishman, and would 
make an ideal President.’’ 

Mr. Justice Tierney has been greatly im- 
pressed á Se Fiacha of Ulster, and has 
a special word of praise for the peo 
Belfast, he said, hess is a sercitie’ a ashe 
ing, prosperous, and _ well-governed com- 
munity. The judge intends to visit the South 
of Ireland in the next few days. He has 
already been over the battlefields in France 
and Flanders, particularly the regions where 
the United States soldiers fought. He has 
also been in Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, and 
has taken a course of the waters at Karlsbad.

A GREAT STEP FORWARD. 


“It is not the work of any one man 
or any one nation ; it is the work of many 
nations and many men. It springs from 
the heart of the people of to-day, who are 
all longing for any step which may pre- 
vent another great calamity of war. 

“I believe this is a step forward to 
civilisation—a great moral step—a treaty 
over which nations must go before they 
can go to war again. 

‘So far as our neighbour, Canada, and 
ourselves are concerned, we really do not 
need a treaty. We have a treaty written 
in the sentiments in the hearts of our 
people from long and intimate acquaint- 
ance. 


CANADIAN PREMIER’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Mackenzie King said: “ Mr. 
Kellogg’s sentiments are held in common 
by people of all classes and parties in 
North America. We share a common 
desire for peace.’”’ 

Mr. Kellogg and Mr. Mackenzie King 
expressed their regrets at Sir A. Cham- 
berlain’s illness, and said that they hoped 
he would soon be well again. 


VISIT TO DUBLIN. 


When a Press Association reporter 
afterwards saw Mr. Kellogg in his state- 
room, his blue eyes lit up with a kindly 
smile as he declared: “TIT have been 
pumped dry, young man. All my views 
have been published in the Notes I have 
sent to the Governments.

DOLLYMOUNT. 


LADY HEATH’S HARD 
FLIGHT. 


SUPPORT FOR IRISH 
AERO CLUB, 


» 
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Lady Mary Heath, the well-known Irish 
airwoman, was forced by bad weather to 


land on Dollymount Strand, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon. Her baby Moth 


aeroplane alighted about half-a-mile from 
the Royal Dublin Golf Club’s premises, in 
a deluge of rain, and Lady Heath accom- 
plished the remarkable feat of “ taxi-ing”’ 
the machine with its wings over the dunes 
into the club garage. This is the first 
time such a feat has been performed. 

A Customs officer awaited her at the 
club-house. 

In an interview with an Irish Times 
representative immediately after Janding, 


Aerodrome, Iondon, on Wednesday, at 
12.30 p.m., en route to Stranraer. At 
Manchester she dropped down for a cup of 
tea, and then continued to Stranraer, in- 
tending to cross to Belfast that night. 
Owing, however, to a heavy sea fog, she 
decided to remain overnight at the Scottish 
pert. When leaving London she had been 
told that there were plenty of good land- 
ing fields at Stranraer, but she failed to 
find any, and landed on the side of a hill 
about half a mile outside the town. She had 
perforce to “ park ” her machine against 
the back wall of a cottage at the end of 
the field and Jet it lie there overnight. The 
flight from London to Stranraer took four 
hours. | 


A DIFFICULT FLIGHT. 

At 10.30 vesterday morning Lady Heath 
and her pasenger, an Irish nurse, took-off 
for Belfast, and within half-an-hour had 
Janded at Aldergrove Aerodrome, where 
some of her friends were awaiting her. 
Shortly before noon she took the air again 
for Baldonnel Aerodrome. Near Dundalk 
she met with very bad weather and tried 
to get inland to avoid it. This was not 
possible, so she attempted to get above 
the clouds. Failing this she tried to turn 
back, but behind her the weather was 
thicker still, so there was nothing for it 
but to fly along the coast line to Dublin. 
The weather conditions were so bad that 
she was forced to fly only twenty feet above 
the sea. She did not worry about this, as 
she knew that there were*plenty of good 
stretches of sand along the coast in case 
of a forced Janding. When eventually she 
rounded Howth Head the clouds lay so 
close to the ground that she had to give 
up all hope of getting to Baldonnel, and 
had to land on Dollymount Strand. 

The kindness which she had received 
from the golf club officials impressed her 
so much that she said she would be willing 
to present the club with a cup for com- 
petition if they would accept it as a mark 
of her gratitude. 

Her passenger was Miss McGovern, an 
Irish nurse in Lady Carnarvon’s Nursing 
Home in London, where Lady Heath was 
operated on for apperidicitis a couple of 
weeks ago. When she found that Miss 
McGovern was a native of Westmeath 
Lacy Heath had offered to take her over 
to Ireland as her passenger. 


SUPPORT FOR IRISH AIR CLUB. 

Questioned regarding the purpose of her 
visit to Ireland, Lady Heath said that her 
main purpose was to visit relations. in 
Limerick, and she hoped to fly there in 
a day or two if the weather cleared up. 
She also wanted to give the new Irish 
Aero Club a helping hand. 

The establishment of this club, she said, 
supplied a long-felt want. Ireland was an 
ideal country for light aeroplanes. The 
fields everywhere were fine and large for 
.landing purposes. Then again there were 
the many beauty spots with which the 
country abounded, and with the ‘help of 
this new Irish Aero Club it would be 
possible to entice members of the English 
aeroplane clubs to fly over here for their 


holidays in the summer and visit the 
beauty spots. 
Lady Heath thought that light sea- 


planes would be,very suitable for this 
country. It abounded with lakes and 
rivers of all sizes, of which the Lakes of 
Killarney were world-famous. Under, all 
circumstances it would make an ideal 
touring place for light aeroplanes. 

It was her intention to become a mem- 
her of the Irish Aero Club,. she said, and 
she was fully in agreement regarding the 
holding of the aerial pageant, but sug- 
cested that it should be held at the end 
of September and not in the beginning. 
It would get plenty of support from air 
people in England, who were already talk- 
ing about it and offering to come over and 
take part in it. 

It is Lady Heath’s intention to remain 
in Ireland for ten days or a fortnight. 
Sir James Heath, her husband arrived at 
Kingstown last night by mail boat with 
their motor car. 


AEROPLANE CRASH IN 
ENGLAND.

PILOT SERIOUSLY INJURED. 
An aeroplane crashed near Forthampton 
Court, Tewkesbury, Gloucestershire, 
yesterday. A card found on the pilot, 
who was seriously injured, bore the name 
“R.-C. C. Gale, Queen’s College, Cam- 
bridge.’’ He was taken, unconscious, to 
a nursing home at Cheltenham with a 
fractured thigh, a deep cut over the left 
eye and head injuries.

‘One phase of the Doddinghurst rectory 
mystery was cleared up last night when 
the Chief Constable of Essex stated that 
Herbert Straw, the servant to the Rev. 
Franklin Isaac Hutchinson, was now in 
Stroud (Gloucestershire). 

Straw, who was a native of Swinton, 
Yorkshire, is believed to have left the 
rectory four or five days before the rector 
left, apparently to visit his parents in 
Dublin on July 25. 

After having announced. that Straw had 
been found, the Chief Constable said 
that, in order to allay a certain amount 
of anxiety, he had been to the rectory 
that afternoon. — 

“TI was accompanied by the Rural Dean 
and both the Churchwardens. I went all 
over the building. There was nothing un- 
usual about the rectory. It was in a 
normal condition ; but, since it is a big 
house and has been occupied by only one 
man, it looked very bare and untidy. I 
have no reason at all to suspect foul 
play. - 

Asked whether he had any theory re- 
garding the rectors disappearance, the 
Chief Constable said that it “might be 
possible ” that the rector was suffering 
from some form of nervous breakdown. 
“1 think it very likely,’’ he said, “‘that 
the rector will turn up in Ireland, That 
is where I should search for him.” 


COLLEAGUE’S STATEMENT. 
Mr. A. G. Weymouth, of St. Peter's 


College, Lewisham, London, was _ inter- 
viewed last night on his return from 
Wolverhampton. He said:—“ When I 


came to the eollege in September last Dr. 
Hutchinson was released from much of 
his duty in order that he might take up 
the living at Doddinghurst. He was a 
very energetic man—so energetic, indeed, 
that he assisted in April in cutting the 
lawn. 

“He used to come from Doddinghurst 
to the college on Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday in each week, from 
9a.m.until noon, Several times he men- 
tioned that the journeys to and fro were a 
very great strain, and it was obvious that 
he used to feel it. 

“I never knew cf his personal affairs. 
I understand that about a week ago the 
previous rector of Doddinghurst died, and 
his death would mean, I believe, an extra 
£200 a year for Mr. Hutchinson. He 
was not a talkative man, and was absent- 
minded in small things. 


A LETTER. 


“ Dr. Hutchinson did not strike me as 
the kind of man suddenly to disappear 
without giving some warning. I received 
the following letter from him on August 
2nd ::— | 

My pear Weymourn,—This is to say 
good-bye. I wish you every happiness 
with your loved one—happiness which a 
rotter robbed me of. I am broken in 
heart through overwork, and. broken- 
hearted, I fee] J am of no further nse to 
the church, this college or the world, so 
1 am leaving it. : 
“1 notified the police,” continued Mr. 
Weymouth, “but Mr. Hutchinson could 
not be regarded officially as missing until 
the expiry of his holiday.” 5 


PROPERTY MORTGAGED.

In the letter there was a statement that 
‘Mr. Hutchinson was leaving his colleague

was mortgaged, and that Mr. Hutchinson 
was‘without a penny.

AMERICAN CUTTER’S 
REPORT.

COPENHAGEN, Thursday. 

The authorities in Greenland announced 
that a search for Mr. Bert Hassell and 
Mr. Parker Cramer, the missing American 
airmen, has been started on the West 
coast of Greenland—from Cape Farewell, 
the southernmost point of Greenland, to 
Disko Bay. The Danish ship Islands 
Falk, which is engaged in protecting the 
fisheries ; the Norwegian Helder Expedi- 
tion, which is fishing in Davis Strait, and 
the Danish steamer Gertrud Rask have 
been asked to keep a sharp lookout. 

The authorities in North Greenland 
have received a message from the United 
States cutter Marion, announcing that the 
ship searched in a north-westerly direction 
from Cape Chidley. It is added that on 
account of the north-westerly gale last 
Sunday it is unlikely that the aeroplane 
landed on Baffin Island or the icefields, 
and that if the fliers did not reach the 
coast of Greenland their chances of rescue 
are small.

The denial issued by the Junkers repre- 
sentatives refers, it is noted, only to the 
‘* Junkers works,” which are stated to have 
had negotiations whatsoever with 
Irish or English authorities with respect to 
an air line across England. 

There is, nevertheless, thought to be some 
reason to suppose that the matter has been 
engaging the attention of the London Air 
Transport Agency, with which the Junkers 
was associated, at any rate, on its 
formation. It is not considered likely that 
negotiations have reached an advanced stage, 
and there is a tendency to regard the reports 
from Ireland as an attempt to stir up the 
authorities.

GOVERNOR SMITH’S 
CAMPAIGN, 


The Times, referring in a leading article 
to the proposals put forward by Governor 
Smith, the Democratic candidate for the 
United States Presidency, for the reform of 
the present system of prohibition, remarks :— 
These proposals go far beyond what had been 
expected, even from the courageous Gover- 
nor. Proposals to amend the Constitution 
do not commend themselves to the American 
people, and only some irresistible popular de- 
mand can force an amendment through Con- 
gress. Undoubtedly many _ prohibitionists, 
shocked and alarmed by the scandalous con- 
sequences of the failure to make the prolnbi- 
tion laws effective, would now be glad to see 
some modification introduced, but there are 
no signs that the country as a whole de- 
sires to abandon the principle of prohibition, 
and the mere suggestion that the amendment 
to the Constitution which embodies that 
principle should be tampered with is bound 
to cause alarm. 

In the creat cities, where the movement :n 
favour of modification is strongest Governor 
Smith’s downrightness should impress 
waverers. and his plea that ‘disregard for 
the prohibition laws-is sapping respect dor 
all law’’ must help him by deepening the 
anxiety of the more philosophic doubter. It 
is evident that Governor Smith’s candour 
must disturb the more timid voter. On the 
woman voter the effect must be profound. 

Governor Smith assailed the Republicans 
at other points. He complained that nothing 
effective had been done to help the “ real 
outlawry of war” by the removal of the 
causes of war, and he criticised American 
interference in the Latin American States, 
complaints interesting to the foreigner, but 
not likely to play a great part in deciding 
the election. But it is on prohibition and 
““reverence for the law ” that he is goimg to 
the country, and though, as our Washington 
Correspondent observes, many feel that his 
courage and candour have already ruined 
whatever chance he had, these are essential 
qualities in a fight against odds.

There was some delay in getting the tele- 
eram from Russia, although immedtately that 
the news ariived of the salvaging of the sub- 
marine from the Baltic the British Govern- 
ment asked the Soviet to care for the bodies 
of the crew.

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TRANS-ATLANTIC MAIL 
BY SEAPLANE. 


TAKE-OFF FROM LINER. 


From RevuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CHERBOURG, Thursday. 
The nev method of hastening the 
delivery of trans-Atlantic mails on the 


European side was put into operation 
early this morning, w en a seaplane took 
off from the liner Ile de France for Paris 
at. a point 154 miles west’ of the Scilly 
Isles, or some 225 imiles from the west 
coast of England. Lieutenant Bemougeot, 
who piloted the seaplane, flew by way of 
the Scilly the Lizard and Star 
Point to Cherbourg, where he came down 
te re-fuel. At 12.45 he left for Le Bourget 
Aerodrome, where he arrived’ safely with 
the mails at 2.42 this afternoon. 

In a message from Paris last might, 
The Times Correspondent says :—The 
Amphibian aeroplane, piloted’ by Lieutenant 
de Mourgeot, which left the lle de France 
with advance mails, off the Scilly Isles, at 
7 o'clock this morning, descended in .Cher- 
bourg Harbour at 11.30. The airman and his 
mechanic were heartily congratulated on the 
success of the first stage of the flight by 
their comrades of the Naval Division. 
Lieutenant de Mourgeot stated that the Ile de 
France was rolling at 23 degrees when he was 
catapulted off her deck, and that he met with 
bad weather until he had passed Land’s End, 
These conditions had considerably delayed 
him, and rendered it necessary for him to 
stop at Cherbourg to take in more petrol. 
The Amphibian |left Cherbourg at 12.45, 
and completed the journey to Le Bourget 
without incident. . Lieutenant de Mourgeot 
landed at 2.55 punctually to the minute, for 
which he had announced his arrival by tele- 
gram from Cherbourg. He immediately 
handed over to the postal authorities the two 
bags of mail which he: was carrying from 
the Ile de France.

CARDINGTON, Thursday. 

The world’s largest airship, which is 
being constructed ai Cardington, will be 
launched next year. To-day I saw her 
partially completed. It made one dizzy to 
stand in the hangar and gaze at her 
gigantic dimensions. One of the gas-bags, 
about three-quarters inflated, gave one the 
impression of being larger than the dome 
of St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Some idea of the immensity of the ship 
can be formed from the fact that she 
carries sixteen such gas bags. She is 
housed in a hangar higher than the 
Nelson monument. Gold-baater skins are 
affixed to the material which makes the 
gas-bags. They are obtained from the 
Argentine, and the tremendous quantity 
required. for this ship will represent the 
sleughter of over twenty million cattle. 
She will be known as R 101, and will be a 
stster ship io K 100, which is almost ready 
for flight. The two ships |have been 
Cescribed as “ twin sisters.” 
ships stood upright, however, R 101 would 
be a little taller than her sister. She is 
about twenty feet longer, measuring from 
e1.d to end nearly 730 feet. 

The cubic capacity of the two ships is 
abcut the same. There is :. gas capacity 
of approximately five million cubic feet, 
which gives a lift of over 150 tons. The 
maximum diameter of R 101 is just short 
of 132 feet, and with the control cars her 
height is 140 feet. She will be one of the 
ships which may form the nucleus of a 
fleet for travelling to all parts of the 
Empire in speed and comfort. She will 
have accommodation for 100 passengers, 
and will carry a crew of fifty. 


PASSENGER ACCOMMODATION. 

Passengers will find much the same 
comfort and conveniences in this liner of 
the air as they would in an ocean-going 
liner. They have been allocated two decks 
almost amidships. On the upper deck 
they will find a luxurious lounge, with 

romenades on either side, and they will 
» able to obtain a panoramic view of the 
countries through which they pass by 
means of large windows in the room and 
the--outer cover of the airship. Fifty 

rsons will be able to take dinner in the 

ining-room on this deck, and there is a 
huimber of tio-berth sleeping cabins. On 
tlic lower deck is a smoking-room, where 
passengers can write, read or enjoy a game 
of bridge. Provision can also be made 
here for more two-berth sleeping cabins. 
The hitchen also is on the lower deck, and 
the food, cooked electrically, will be sent 
up to the dining-room by means of a small 
ift. 
aise it has been a ha?rardous and 
nerve-rackine experience to enter a 
dixigible. In R 101 it will be as easy as 
walking on to a platform and getting into 
a railway train. One may jump into the 
electric lift at the mooring mast and walk 

h a covered corridor, whicn gives 
access to the various apartments 

The actual passenger-flights will not be 
undertaken until the strictest and most ex- 
haustive tests have been made. Every- 
thing in the ship is experimental. As one 
of the officers said to-day: “When the 
ship leaves this shed she wil] be nothing 
Jess than a floating laboratory.’’ She is 
the first airship which has been con- 
structed cf stainless steel and duralumin, 
which is stronger and yet lighter than 
aluminium. The greatest experiment 3s 
in replacing petro] with oil. R 100 will 
take-off with six Rolls-Royce petrol 
engines. R 101 will use five 650 horse- 
power Diesel engines, consuming heavy 
engine oil. 

ELIMINATING FIRE. 

If this experiment is successful it will 
virtually eliminate fire, which is regarded 
as the greatest danger to present air traus- 
port. ‘The ship s fuel is nearly 30 tons of 
oil, and, as can easily be imagined, the 
fumes from a similar quantity of petrol 
are extremely dangerous, more especially 
when the ship is stationary. The engines, 
which form five independent power units, 
are of the water-cooled type, but are fo 
arranged that instead of circulating the 
water through the radiator, steam only 
passes through a condensing radiator. 
Under normal conditions, when the 
passenger-heating system is in operation, 
the cooling. .of. these engines will be 
achieved without any increase of the re- 
sistance to the airship. 

The ship has a minimum flying speed of 
70 miles an hour at an altitude of 5,000 
feet, and a cruising speed of 63 miles au 
hour. Without refuelling, the airship 
could cover 4,000 miles in still weather. 

R 101, after her test flights, will 
probably be ordered to take the flight to 
India, and it is calculated that the journey 
can be done in from four to five days. For 
a trip from London to New York it is 
estimated that about 60 hours would 
suffice. 

The test flights, which will cover from 
three to six months, will be made at 
Cardington. They will be of a progressive 
character, and wil] ultimately be extended 
to bases abroad. 


EMPIRE HALTING STATIONS. 

Already great progress has been made 
in the erection of airship sheds and moor- 
ing towers in various parts of the Empire, 
and these will be available for the demon- 
strations of the two airships. The 
Egyptian base is already completed, and 
it is expected that the tower and airship- 
shed in India will be finished early next 
year. The mooring tower in 
which was decided upon at the last 
Dominion conference is due for completion 
by the end of this month. Work has not 
yet been begun upon the tower base in 
South Africa. If the experimental tests 
are satisfactory they may be followed by 
a grand tour of various parts of the 


Empire. Fa

Professor O. P. Brigham, a distinguished 
American geographer, speaking at the Ox- 
ford Summer School] of Geography yester- 
day, said that Americans have far more 
British blood than the world thinks, and 
their inheritance of British ideas, morals, 
religion, laws and basal life was far greater 
than their share in British blood.

CALL TO MANUFACTURERS. 

Speaking at a conference of Dungannon 
Urban Councillors, manufacturers, drapers, 
and those interested. in the holding of a 
“inn Week '” in Dungannon, Mr. R. 
Simpson, Chairman of the Council, said that 
it was the duty of every town to stimulate 
the purchase’of linen goods. 

Mr. W. Mehaffy, manager of Messrs. Hale, 
Martin’s Spinning Mills, said that a bigger 
demand for linen made a demand for yarns, 
and assisted the farmers by stimulating the 
price of flax. If the depression in the linen 
industry continued it would mean wholesale 
emigration in a few years, 

Mr. W. J. Anderson, Dungannon, said that. 
in his experience in the drapery trade, it was 
almost impossible for a merchant to obtain 
a prover selection of Irish linen coods. The 
manufacturers had not grappled with the 
situation as they might have done. There 
should be a central agenev where buyers 
could procure all classes of Irish linen manu- 
facture at competitive prices. Irish buvers, 
at’ present, were compelled to go to Man- 
chester for supplies, and the sooner Irish 
manufacturers made proper arrangements for 
the display of their wares for home con- 
sumption the better it would be for the Irish 
trade generally. 

It was decided to hold a Linen Week as 
soon as the arrangements could he made and 
invite the manufacturers to co-operate.

INQUEST ON LURGAN TYPIST. 

An inquest was held yesterday at Lurgan 
on the body of Miss Mary Francey (28), a 
typist, who resided with her mother at Cor- 
crenney, three miles from Lurgan. She died 
in the Lurgan Infirmary last Wednesday 
evening as a result of injuries received in a 
motor eycle collision on Tuesday at Gibson’s 
Hill, near Lurgan.

The American presidential campaign 
has resolved itself into a struggle of the 
city against the rarai areas, with prohibi- 
tion as the only genuine issue. and with 
the city seriously handicapped by a voting 
system which denies its proportional re- 
presentation. 

Governor “ Al.” Smith is the city can- 
didate. His following—apart from the 
Southern States, which have been Demo- 
cratic since the Civil War, as a protest 
against the’ Republican Administration 
which then held the reins of Government— 
is to be found chiefly in the great cities 
of the Eastern seaboard. . 

It is in these cities that Liberalism 
flourishes, and Liberalism has come to be 
identified with the Democratic Party 
simply because the preponderent success 
of the Republicans for the last sixty years 
kas made them representative of the Con- 
servative established order. / 

The great cities in Middle West are more 
apt to vote Republican. Chicago, for 
example, is a Republican stronghold. 

The sympathy of the urban populations 
throughout the country is with the ‘ wet ”’ 
cause, and the boldness of Governor Smith, in 
declaring flatly that he favours modification 
of the prohibition law, may swing normally 
Republican centres to his side. | 

MR. HOOVER. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, on the other hand, 
represents the rural sentiment of the country 
and the conservative Republican tradition. 
He is a more welcome candidate, neverthe- 
less, to the cities than any other man the 
Republicans might have nominated, because 
his conservatism is of late growth, and is 
mixed with considerable liberalism. 

So little has Mr. Hoover been ideitified 
With political conservatism until recently that 
eight years ago he was mentioned for the 
Presideitial nomination by both Republican 
and Democratic Parties, neither of which 
knew definitely with which party he was 
affiliated. 

MR. AL. SMITH’S CHANCES. 

The Presidential contest will be very close, 
and, although one would say that Mr. 
Hoover has the greater chance of success, the 
prospect that Governor Smith will defeat him 
becomes increasingly credible with each move 
made by the Democratic Party. 

The Smithectampaign has been managed 
throughout with great cleverness. ‘The at- 
tempt of the Republicans to frighten the 
country by the suggestion that a Democratic 
Adminstration would mean the defeat of 
American “ big business ” was met by the 
appointment of Mr. John Raskob, one of the 
premier exponents of the American business 
world, to the Chairmanship of the Demo- 
cratic Party. 

Mr. Raskob’s change of affiliation was 
hardly a greater bombshell than the attack 
launched this week by Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, President of the Coluinbia University, 
one-time Republican candidate for Vice- 
President, and a potent force in New York 
State, as well as national politics, against 
the acceptance. speech of Mr. Hoover. 

This move was followed by Governor 
Smith’s acceptance speech last night, out- 
lining his stand on a number of issues, and 
particularly on the all-important Prohibition 
question, in a clear and incisive fashion that 
is nowadays almost unique in American 
politics, 

COUNTRY OUT-VOTES THE CITIES. 

The closeness of the contest may mean 
that Mr. Hoover’s victory, if he wins, will 
have been caused by a mal-proportion of the 
voting power of Americans, which make it 
possible for the country to out-vote the city. 

American law requires that a re-apportion- 
ment of representation shall be made after 
the taking of each census. Nevertheless, 
Congress has failed to order such a re- 
apportionment, with the result that the voting 
strength of the country is in proportion to 
the population as it existed some decades 
aco. 

The centre of population has shifted con- 
siderably since then, and we find States of 
small population sending as manv electors to 
the Electoral College as are accredited by 
Statés containing great cities, any one of 


which contains more inhabitants than two | 


or three of the sparsely settled regions. 


The Congressmen elected by this dispro- | 


portion of representation are naturally not 
anxious to take steps to shift the balance of 
power from the country to the cities, which 
would mean for many of them the loss of 
their seats. 

This situation is sustained by the conrtinu- 
ance of the fiction that the: American Presi- 
dent is not directly elected by the people. 
The Constitution originally provided for the 
election by the voters of a certain number 
of electors. These men were uninstructed bv 
the voters, and nominated and chose a Presi- 
dent, the candidate receiving the ‘second 
highest number of votes becoming Vice- 
President. 

This dividing of executive power between 
two men of different parties proved unsatis- 
factory. and the present method of filling 
both offices from the ranks of the same partv 
came into usage, while later the practice of 
nominating theePresident in advance of the 
national election and printing his name on 
the ballot came into being without bringing 
with it a change of the law. 

HOW THE PRESIDENT IS ELECTED. 

The result is that to-day, although each 
citizen votes for the Presidential candidate 
of his choice whose name is printed on the 
ballot, he vctes at the same time for the list 
of electors put up by the party supporting 
their candidate. The name of the President 
of the United States is known immediately 
after the popular election, but he is not 
officially elected until the Electoral College 
has convened and solemniy cast its pre- 
destined ballots. 

The advantage which Mr. Hoover has over 
Governor Smith under this system is that few 
of the States are represented in the Electoral 
College by the No aon of electors which cor- 
responds to their present population, and the 
balance is in favour of the conservative pro- 
hibition rural areas, which are, therefore, 
in favour of the Republican candidate. 


MOTQRING OFFENCES. 


DUKE’S SON HEAVILY FINED. 

Lord Morven Dallas Cavendish-Bentinck, 
of Welbeck Abbey, son of the Duke of Port: 
land, was ordered by the Stevenage magis- 
trates to pay £21 in fines and costs for 
motoring offences. He was summoned for 
driving a motor car in a dangerous manfler, 
being concerned in an accident, and failing 
to stop at Knebworth on July 11, when his 
car, cutting in from behind another car, 
collided with the wheel of a barrow, knocking 
the barrow on to a footpath. The driver of 
the .cay looked round, pulléd up, and ipo 
mediately started away. 

In a statement to the police, Lord Morven 
Cavendish-Bentinck said that he was going 
from London to Welbeck Abbey, and he 
caught the side of the wheelborrow in slow- 
ing down to avaid a lorry which had just 
passed him. A man gave him a signal to 
move fusther on, and he took it to mean 
that everything was all right. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of £10 and 
costs for dangerous driving and £2 and costs 
for failing to stop, the total costs amounting 
to £9 7s. 4d. The magistrates also endorsed 
the licence. 

It was stated that this was Lord Morven 
Cavendish-Bentinck’s first motoring offence. 


HOUSE STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


During a heavy thunderstorm yesterday 
evening a house on the New Milvain estate at 
Newcastle, occupied by an aged couple named 
Nicholson, was struck by lightning. A big 
hole was torn in the roof; lathes were flung 
across the road into the gardens opposite, and 
nearly all the furniture was damaged by 
falling débris. 

The B.B.C. Station closed down for a time, 
after warning listeners-in to ‘‘ earth’’ their 
aerials. A fifth of an inch of rain fell in 
half an hour.

THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 


BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—in thanking you for your kindness 
in inserting my letter, may I make comment 
on two letters which it has occasioned? The 
first is that of the Rev. James B. Leslie. 
With his letter I almost entirely agree; 
so I need do little but thank him for,;it. | 
would explain, however, that there was no 
intention, on my part, of “introducing the 
odium~ theologicum.’’ . As the Free State 
is predomiiently Roman Catholic, and as 
censorships, similar in ft gone le to that now 
proposed, are recognised modes of procedure 
in the Roman Catholic Church, it seemed 
to me that the problem cannot fully be 
understood. unless the “ Index of Prohibited 
Books,” by which the conscience of Roman 
Catholics on literary subjects is guided, is 
fully borne in mind. 

By a curious coincidence, the very day 
‘after I wrote, I saw in the Catholic Times 
(a popular [Laverpool paper, having a long 
record of faithful service to the Catholic 
Irish) an article on ‘‘‘he Index and its 
Obligations’ August 10th). While the 
article admits that many Roman Catholics 
ignore the Index, it says that this must be 
due to “ pure ignorance.’’ and “ these things 
ought not to be.” The article points out 
that, condemned by the Index, are found 
not only ‘‘ avowed enemies of the Church 
like Voltaire, Rousseau and Renan,” but 
“it also includes such writers as Pascal, 
Jamartine, Hugo, Dumas father and son 
(all their love stories), George Sand, and 
such comparatively innocuous English works 
as  Richardson’s ‘Pamela’ and Sterne’s 
‘Sentimental Journey.” Of course (as I 
said in my former letter), I do not suggest 
that such wholesale bannings are likely to 
be enforced by the civil law; but I do 
certainly suggest that, when Catholic con- 
sciences-are guided Jy such principles, a bias 
is created which yannot be expected to fail 
to show itself if there is a policy of 
administering any inguisitorial machinery. 
Moreover, it is a\recognised principle of 
procedure in Roman\Catholic administration 
that, while the Church may be unable to 
obtain all it desires, it will ayail itself of 
all it can obtain. Thus proposals such as 
that of the Censorship Bill may be ‘‘ the thin 
end of the wedge.’’ With .no desire te 
introduce the theological hatred, but merely 
so as to get a true view of the facts, I 
think this consideration needed emphasising. 

With regard to the letter of Mr. Sinclair 
‘Stevenson, 1 must say that his defence of 
the bill seems to me very weak. He says 
that at present the law is not strong enough 
against some literary abuses. He does not 
specify what abuses he means; but, assuming 
him to be right, I yet do not see that an 
inquisition is the proper remedy. Why 
should the State not enact stronger penalties 
against such offences as need it—not set up 
a committee to oversee publications,’ By 
prosecuting for offences done, normal proce- 
dure is followed; by establishing a censor- 
ship, definite invasion of liberty is made. 
Moreover, what does Mr. Stevenson mean 
by saying that no ‘“‘reasonable’’ liberty 
will be invaded? By such a plea he gives 
his whole- case away. The bill leaves a 
wide discretion to the proposed committee; 
so Mr. Stevenson cannot know how far thev 
will go. Therefore, what he is really say- 
Ing is that no liberty will be “ reasonable ” 
if it is attacked by the committee. That 
is the very authentic spirit of obscurantism. 
“ You can have reasonable liberty. by all 
means; but no liberty is reasonable if we 
dislike it.” 

As I remarked before, it may seem im- 
pertinent for an Englishman to write on this 
subject. I intend no impertinence. The 
Free State Legislature is sovereign. How- 
ever, Englishmen and others watch it with 
| interest. In a very small way I myself 
supported Ireland's claim for such a Legisla- 
ture; so Í am no enemy. I do think, how- 
ever, that the Free State will prejudice its 
reputation if it indulges in inquisitorial]

sir,—The object: of this letter is to urge 
your frightened readers to possess themselves 
of the report (price threepence) of the Com- 
mittee on Evil Literature, because it is un 
that report that the bill which frightens them 
is based. May I, meanwhile, point out that 
on that Committee the minority, from the 
ecclesiastical «standpoint, was adequately 
represented (one of the members was 
Professor W. E. Thrift, of this College) and 
that the Committee’s report was unanimous? 
I, in the exercise of my private judgment, 
disagree with the report in some important 


wrong—not so ignorant, however. as the 
writer who confides to you his fear lest the 
censorship should deprive him of the 
Spectator, nor so wreng as the man who 
takes this opportunity to pour scorn on the 


shepherds who wish to protect the silly sheep 
from mistaking themselves for swine and 
arranging their diet accordingly. 

Certainly, it is a very serious matter to 
introduce a bill giving such wide powers of 
censorship; and what makes it especially 
serious is that Irish laymen, such as those 
who compose the Dail, have not been ac- 
customed to the responsibility of judging for 
themselves in matters affecting morals. 
Aware how liable private judgment is to err, 
they have hi to defer to authonty in 
such matters. I do not blame them. I say 
only that this makes criticism of the bill’s 
rovisions difficult for them. When it has 
Loiedie law the administration of that law 
will call for exceptional wisdom and breadth 
of mind. Civil and ecclesiastical history 
shows abundantly that the reasonable attempt 
to check licence is liable to become an un- 
reasonable interference with liberty. 1, m 
my interest in God’s garden of Ireland, might 
like to see weed-killer freely applied by 
authority to the rank growth of turf- 
accountants’ shops in Dublin. Yet I remind 
myself that, within limits, people must have 
liberty to go wrong; otherwise they will not 
have liberty. 

What is of most importanee, however, tor 
us in the changed and changing conditions of 
Ireland is to have courage. One of your 
correspondents, who wrote a letter last week 
which I thought to be in the worst possible 
taste, was promptly praised by another cor- 
respondent for his “courage.” I, too, will 
pluck up courage and will say to either of 
your correspondents, clerical or lay, ‘‘ Stand 
thou on that side; for on this am I.” 

When someone makes the courageous 
assertion that the present law is strong 
enough to deal with offences against morality, 
It is necessary to point out that the assertion 
is made in defiance of the unanimous findings 
of the Committee, who stated the grounds 
upon which they concluded that the present 
law was not strong enough. Nor is that all. 
The present law, for the Free State, means 
the British law, not as it stands now, but 
as it stood before the passing by the British 
Parliament of an Act ‘‘to regulate the 
publication of reports of judicial proceedings 
in such manner as to prevent injury to public 
morals. ”' 

One of your correspondents must be gravely 
scandalised to think that that hberty-loving 
body across the water still seeks to protect 
morals by legislation. At all events, the 
British Parliament has thus shown that, in 
its belief, the law, as it stood, was not strong 
enough. Canada, South Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand, the United States and many 
of the European countries—I culled all that 
from the threepenny report—have legislated 
in the same sense as that in which the Free 
State proposes to legislate. It may be that 
we shall go further than those countries. It 
may be that we shall go too far; but, when 
the critics declare that legislation of this sort 
will make us the laughing-stock of the world, 
perhaps the world they have in mind, as it 
cannot include the countries above-named, is 
only the underworld. 

Finally, seeing that in one important point 
after another the Free State has shown its 
good-will, seeing that a majority of the pro- 
blems which confronted them have been 
handled by those in authority in an en- 
lightened and a reasonable spirit, to the dis- 
comfiture of prophets of evil, may I say that 
I think what is required of us is the courage 
to believe that, when this law comes into 
force, it will be administered in such wise as 
to operate for the general good ’—Yours, etc.,

INSURANCE BENEFITS IN 
THE NORTH. 


R- 
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TEXTILE WORKERS’ 
A largely-attended meeting of textile 
workers was held in the Textile Workers’ 
Hall, Wellington street, Lurgan, on Wednes- 
day night to discuss their position in connec- 
tion with the new Unemployment Insurance 
Act (Northern Ireland), which came into 
operation at the beginning of July last. Mr. 
William O’Neill, secretary of the Northern 
Ireland Textile Workers’ Society, presided 
Mr. Robert Levin, Lurgan, secretary of the 
local Hemmers’ and Veiners’ Trade Union, 
said that as a result of the recent Unem- 
ployment Act a change had been made 
whereby applicants for unemployed benefit 
had to be interviewed at the local Labour 
Exchange in ‘order to ascertain if applicants 
were genuinely seeking work. It had been 
observed that many genuine unemployed 
workers had been disallowed benefit by the 
insurance officer owing to the fact that the 
applicants did not understand the effect of 
their answers at the interview at the J.abour 
Exchange. It was in order to enlighten 
members of trade unions as to the bearing 
of such interviews on the applicants’ berefits 
that that meeting of Northern Ireland Tex-

tile Workers and the Lurgan Hemmers’ and 
Veiners’ Trade Union was held. 

Mr. Levin then explained the provisions of 
the new Unemployment Insurance Act as it 
affected the textile workers, and put forward 
a proposal that a printed form should he 
issued to each member of the societies men- 
tioned. This form would give a clear 1 
dication of the dates and names of firms or 
emplovers with whom applicants for unem- 
ployed benefit were genuinely seeking work. 

It was unanimously agreed to adopt the 
proposal, and circulars were ordered to be 
printed accordingly. 


THE RECEIPT OF BENEFIT. 
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POSITION EXPLAINED. 

The foilewing facts regarding the working 
of the Unemployment Insurance Acts have 
been made available in Northern Ireland :— 

The Unemployment Insurance Scheme in 
Northern Ireland is on a contributory basis, 
and it is identical with the scheme in Great 
Britain. It is essertial in the interests of 
he workers of Northern Lreland that a uni- 
form scheme should apply to the whole of the 
United Kingdom. 

The power to decide claims to benfit is not 
vested in the Minister or the Parliamentary 
Secretary. ‘The conditions for the receipt “nf 
benefit are laid’ down in the Acts of Parlia- 
ment. 

Statutory Courts, composed of representa- 
tives of |the employers and the workers, with 
an independent chairman, are establishea 
under the Acts, and it is the business of such 
Courts tq investigate carefully each disputed 
case on ils merits and impartially administer 
the law. 

In cases of importance there is provision 
for an appeal to the umpire. The Unemploy- 
ment Fund is not a charity, and cannot be 
administered as if it were one. ! 

The Ministry has no power to use the fund 
for the relief of destitution as such. That 
is provided for by the Acts administered by 
the Guardians. E

A STATEMENT TO THE BERLIN 
PRESS. 

Mr. de Valera, who is atténding the Inter. 
Parliamentary Union Conference as a dele- 
gate from the Irish Free State, has made a 
statement (says the Berlin Correspondent of 
The Times) to a representative of the Tele- 
grafen Union. 

He began by declaring that the Treaty of 
1921 was forced upon Southern Ireland, and 
although the Dail, driven by necessity, 
ratified it, that did not signify by any means 
that the [rish nation was reconciled -to it. 
On the contrary, he was convinced that if 


ihe population of Ireland had to decide to-day 
by referendum whether it desired full inde- 
pendence or not, the overwhelming majority 
would vote for complete separation from the 
British Empire. This would be the case, 
provided, of course, that no foreign pressure 
were exercised during the referendum. 

A false impression, said Mr. de Valera, had 
been gained abroad that Ireland had ob- 
tained her independence through the Treaty. 
In reality, Great Britain could still do what- 
ever she wanted. British troops, he asserted, 
were still garrisoned at all important strategic 
points, and the capital of the Irish “ Free 
State’’ could be reached by British troops 
from the strongly occupied Northern Ireland 
in a few hours. 

It was true that the Free State had a 
diplomatic representative in Washington, 
with the official recognition of the London 
Government, but the public was not aware 
fo how great an extent his powers were 
limited by special agreements. The test 
would come if the Irish representative tried 
to enter into agreements with the United 
States which were not in line with British 
foreign policy. 

The interview concluded with a reference 
to the ‘‘suppression of the Republic created 
by the vote of the nation,” and further 
strong criticisms of the British Government. 
especially with regard to the Anglo-French 
Naval Agreement, which Mr. de Valera charac- 
terised as merely another link in the chain of 
traditional British policy, which consisted. 
in international affairs, as in Ireland. n 
creating two groups and playing them off 
one against the other. The Trish people was 
sincerely in favour of world peace, and did 
not want to be dragged into anv war caused 
by British imperialism. :
